The National Conference run- 
ning Committee will meet on Sun- 
day at 8 p.m. in the Royal Victoria 
College Common Room, for the 
purpose of making the final selec- 
tion of representatives to the Third 
National Conference of Canadian 
University Students, being held at 
Maedonald College from December 
27th. to the SlsU 

All campus organizations and in- 
dividuals interested in attending, 
and who desire to co-operate, arc 
asked to send in the names and the 
application forms of the représenta» 
tives to either Eleanor Hunter, 2022 
Union Avenue, or to Gordon Hatch- 
er, or they may be left at the C.S.A. 
office m Stratheona Hall; they must 
be in by Friday. Students not af- 
filiated with any particular society 
may obtain application forms from 
the janitors of the university build- 
ings. 

McGill may send thirty delegate 
to the conference. 

The committee, in attempting to 
select a delegation that will be 
representative of various activities 
organizations, faculties, years and 
religious groups, will base its de- 
cision upon the following four 
points: 1. Interest. 2, Participation 
in plann.ng and preparatory work. 
3. Partic.pation in and knowledge 
of McGill University life. 4. Abil- 
ity to help make effective on the 
campus the findings of the confer- 
ence. 

It was announced by the execu- 
tive that the total cost of each 
delegate will be $25. This will be 
distributed as follows: Transporta- 
tion!

It wai stated las; night that in 
order to work in the subject, "Can 
ada. the Empire and the Pan 
American Conference" with the 
nature of the activities of the club, 
Dick Graybiel will speak on the 
political side of the question, and 
Kenneth Miller will discuss its eco- 
nomic aspect

to be discussed at this meeting 
and particularly students of Politi- 
cal Science and Economics are in- 
vited by the executive to attend.

Last night, the first dress re- 
hearsal of ''Russet Mantle" took 
place at Moyse Hall where the 
produetiori will be presented on 
Wednesday, Friday, and Satur- 
day, of this week. The producer, 
Leslie Johnston, seemed rather 
pleased regarding the whole 
thing although he did point out, 
that there were a number of 
passages in the play which 
would be nicely ironed out in to- 
night's final dress rehearsal. 
These seemed to be poor liming 
at times and dull lighting, bow- 
ever, nothing Mini, could not be 
righted with a few moments 
thought. 

Henry Trenholme's stage crew, 
after having successfully transport- 
ed the scenery from its creation In 
the Union aille, sel It up swiftly 
on the stage, with the tolling e-ffeel 



of seemingly having us in a New 
Mexico locale. The scenery is 
really quite clever with its adobe 
walls and Mexican like appearance. 
It may also be said that the proper- 
ties have been chosen with care 
and add a good deal to the general 
atmosphere of the play. 

Director Pleased. 

John Mellor, the director, was 
pleased with the manner with 
which the rehearsal went off, men- 
tioning the fact that he had com 
plete confidence in the cast, and 
that to him, the production was sure 
to achieve success. Mr. Mellor also 
mentioned that if the audience was 
at all responsive, the cast would 
answer the challenge, and really go 
to town, for they had the play 
with which to do so. 

It should be noted that to date 
the Box Office has reported an ex 
collent advance sale even tnough 
the show is not opening until to' 
morrow evening. If this is any fore 
cast on the ultimate success of the 
play it seems safe to say the pro- 
duction should enjoy a good run. 

"Russet Mantle" played on Broad- 
way in 11)36 and scored a fair suc- 
cess. Many of the critics among 
them Robert Bench ley of the New- 
Yorker and Brooks Atkinson of the 
New York Times acclaimed it, and 
declared il so worth while as to 
warrant going to it another time. It 
opened in January, 1936. and ran 
for 117 performances,

British Admiralty he?an hy de- 
fending 'he treaty of Versailles. "At 
present there is a tendency to re- 
.: .1.1 responsible for our mis- 
tortur.es," he said, "but it -vas not 
i foolish or brutal rreaty. It sought 
to tufld a new Europe based on 
the will if the people and it created 
a free Poland and Czech csiovakla. 
The coior.ies v-.i which .t had 
anything to do were administered 
tor the good it -jze, inhabitants, and 
an7 colonies which were taken 
away from Germany had been 
little gmi :c her. 

"Did -lie sc-called policy af en- 
iirciement cause the war?" Mr. 
C-ccer ccnunued. "There nas been 
no desire since 1911} to interfere 
wife Germany, and one advantage 
:: the meary was create a buffer 
state between her and her worst 
enemy, Hussia. Seme iar sne will 
regret throwing away this benefit. 
Defends League. 

"The worst mistakes of the treaty 
were the economic clauses and the 
reparations. 3ut it was net the 
.teace but the vaste ci four years 
if war that made Germany poor. 
Final;." the League of Nations was 
ran }f the treaty and in it vas ma- 
chicery for correcting any mistakes. 
Let us then get r:d jf the idea that 
the treaty of Versailles -vas a bad 
treaty or that it caused the present 
war. 

'The conviction that it was im- 
possible to live in a Europe domi- 
na-.ec by a government that would 
attack 3 weaksr nation, and that 
could keep no promise drove the 
peace-loving democracies into war. 
The policy of appeasement was not 
caused by fear or folly, bu: by tile 
belief that Hitler was a reasonable 
being whose desires could be satis- 
fied. Sut he was insatiable and th« 
democracies finally realized that 
the liberty of ail Surope was 
threatened. 

"L tbexty has always been m the 
tradition of Stigiand and France, 
never m thai of Prussia and Rus- 
sia. The aim of the League of Na- 
tions was to make the nations civ- 
ilized, to increase liberty by law 
and order 'ts strength depended on 
the amount Of force it could Mim- 
mon :n an emergency and the fun- 
damental reason for its failure was 
that nations will only tight for their 
own Interests. What they did not 
realize was that tho world is 
shrinking, that what affects a r>art 
of Europe affects all of it, and that 
countries are becoming responsible! 
for each other. 

"Today we are not fighting for 
Poland, but for the principle of

This is a natural attitude to take 
when we apply io international af- 
fairs the idealistic standard of 
spropxiate to the individual, 
ae above metaphor the camel 
Stands ir. the same position as that 
which supposedly obeys the 
of ethics obeyed by the in- 
dividual That system refuses to 
^permit an individual who wishes to 
: jwnain i:i its good graces to stand 
by and sec a wrong committed with- 
out making the UTMOST effort to 
" -prevent that wrong, and. in the case 
of a government, this utmost effort 
is war. Also, that system refuse£ 
•fto sanction ar. individual to take the 
,«tand that "evil is all right up to a 
certain extent" And so, on this 
rtheory, it should take but one straw 
•to break the camel's back. On this 
•theory, it should take but one 
-wrong to goad the government into 
action. Logically, then, all aggros- 
;0ions save that made upofi Poland 
were right But, before we can ac- 
,«ept this as an unassailable position, 
'the following question must be ans- 
wered: Were all the pre-Danzig- 
> aggressions right for the ag- 
gressors, or right for their victims, 
Ci .were they right for both aggres- 
sors and victims, that is, absolutely 
xight? Now the system of ethics 
spplied to the individual accepts 
.only an absolute right; that is, what 
is right for one is right for all, and 
versa. Hence the answer, ac- 
to that system, must be, 
''All the pre-Danzig-crisis aggres- 
sions were absolutely right, or 
neither right nor wrong, or abso- 
lutely wrong (or. the last choice, 
We drop our initial assumption— 
that governments obey the stand- 
pt£& of the individual, in which case 
p .wrong could not be committed in 
time of peace unless that wrong 
Were immediately followed by 
War)." If the pre-Danzig-crisis ag- 
jfresstons were absolutely right, in 
what respect did the invasion of 
Poland differ fundamentally from 
^,4he other invasions'.' Why was the 
.line drawn at Polish borders? If 
the pie-Danzig-çrisis aggressions 
Were neither right nor wrong, again, 
Jji what respect wa* Die invasion of 
Roland unique'.' But, ,f the pro-Dan- 
^ig-crisis aggressions were absolute- 
ly wrong (see x/arentheUcal note 



above), are we to consider that the 
government hRs a moral obligation 
to make the utmost effort to restore 
the already conquered, and that it is 
a national crime not to declare war 
upon Japan, Italy, and Russia? ll 
we are thus to apply lb governments 
the individual's standard ot ethics, 
and if this standard repudiates 
force, as it does, we must count it 
olir duty to oppose the whole kelei- 
doscopic series of aggressions that 
have ever taken place. And how 
far back in evolution doe* this ser- 
ies extend? If we return the New 
World to the Indians, because their 
hegemony was upset by aggression, 
it is not likely that they, in their 
turn, captured the American con- 
tinents from other nations? The 
first aggression of all time was 
probably made by one genu plasm 
upon another, and that deed is be- 
yond all correction now. 
A Natton s Mtrht ta a Nation's Right 

"Nonsense!" 1 think 1 hear you 
say. "Our government should not 
wage war with Japan, Italy, and 
Russia, for the same reason that 
she should not give Canada back 
to the Indians." And what is that 
reason? Some will say that it is 
impossible, others that it is not ex- 
pedient, to do so. To the former it 
may be replied that they arc 
assuming the virtue of an action 
to be dependent upon the probabil- 
ity of success. To the latter, those 
who base morality upon expediency, 
it may be replied that the test of 
expediency is the probability ot 
success, and the test of national 
success is material gain. Now it 
seems to me that the probability 
of success in international affairs 
is a function of physical power and 
strategy. Brain is useless without 
brawn, and vice versa. This is cer- 
tainly obvious on the field of 
battle, where bombs and bullets are 
the immediate weapons, and where 
military genius stands in the back- 
ground as an ever-present threat, 
ready to make the most of existing 
force. It is not so obvious, but 
nevertheless true, around the con- 
ference table, where brains are the 
immediate weapons, while guns are 
a continual threat in the back- 
ground, ready to enforce the will 
of the sovereign state. Hence, in 
the relations between statesmen in 
their capacity of representing na- 
tions, right is inevitably associated 
with might and strategy, and the 
test of this materialistic morality is 
power. Why do I say "material- 
istic"? 3ecause physical force ha? 
no meaning except in connection 
with matter. 

The theory that governments act 
in accordance with the individual's 
standard of morals now seems to 
me untenable. Whether they 
SHOULD obey that standard I shall 
discuss later, but meanwhile, in 
order to explain existing phen- 
omena, a "double standard" must 
be set up. It seems not altogether 
unreasonable to do this, for who 
ever sew a government primarily 
motivated by love, pity, sympathy 
or self-sacrifice? Do not misunder- 
stand me; I do not say that states- 
men in their private lives have not 
their full share of those godly at- 
tribues of individual human beings. 
3ut when they step into their 
public lives, all evidence seems to 
points to a transition in their code 
o! conduct, a transition from the 
private, idealistic to the public, 
materialistic morality. Let us ex- 
amine the situation in this light. 

British Foreign Policy. 

I quote from George Peel's article 
in the "Americana" '1812 edition) 
on "Great Britain— England and 
Europe": 

"We will not pronounce whether 
European supremacy rests at this 
moment U912j with Russia, at the 
head of the Dual Alliance, or with 
Germany at the head of the Triple 
Alliance. Probably it inclines to- 
ward Germany. However that may 
be, the struggle for the supremacy 
lies at present between these two 
powerful champions. Of the two, 
Germany appears to claim it with 
more- zest and resolution. ... We 
know perfectly well that the day 
of the amalgamation of Europe un- 
der one authority is the day of our 
destruction. We are not strong 
enough to maintain ourselves 
against a whole hostile continent. 
We fell inevitably before Rome, at 
soon as Rome had mastered the 
West. It was only by the most 
strenuous effort that we saved our- 
selves from the latest heir of the 
Caesars — Napoleon. Hence it is that 
we have opposed the Papacy, and 
Spain, and Louis XIV. and Na- 
poleon, and the Czar. Hence today 
our profound anxiety at the pro- 
gress of German ambition toward 
Austria and toward Holland. Hence 
our love of the balance of power 
in Europe which is a conception 
rooted in our history, and was as 
familiar to Henry VIII and V/olse- 
ley as it is in our ov/n hour to any 
of our foreign ministers. Hence our 
instinctive love of small states, of 
Holland and Belgium and Portugal, 
and Switzerland, each of v/hiuh is 
a bar against autocracy and a 
pledge of European freedom. Hence 
our "perlidiousness," that is, our 
aptitude ever to abandon the com- 
pany of a too dominant star. Hence 
at this moment our love of franco 
whom wc disliked ever since the 
rise of Louis XIV, Out y. j:o.-.e suc- 
cessive falls iii 1815 and 1870 have 
brought us at Iwi to kvt side. 



Hence our profound and fundamen- 
tal indifference lb European poll- 
tics, so long as no power is visible 
in the ascendant across the Chan- 
nel. Hence, too. the predominant 
part which, in the real crises of 
European history, Rngland has 
played. Who bul they thwarted 
the Tope, and the HapsblirgS, and 
Louis XIV. and Napoleon? Who 
but they have proved the ultimate 
obstacle to Csara and Kaisers"" 

1 see no reason to suppose that 
the policy of Ureal tlrltain has 
been changed in any degree (hiring 
the past quarter-century. 11 Is a 
far-sighted policy of survival, and. 
as such, an excellent one. 11 Is, of 
course, necessary that all Mntop 
have the inslincl of self-preserva- 
tion; but the acid tesl of the 
public and private morality of any 
state is the ability of thai stale 
to hold its place in the hierarchy 
of nations. Law and opinion create 
morality for its value in upholding 
or in strengthening the society 
within the slate. Political moral- 
ity should be directed toward the 
same end. Moreover, it Is plainly 
discernible in current events lhat 
benevolent governments do use ef- 
fective, material weapons to protect 
their peoples. 
Germany's Weakneas 

The decade immediately follow- 
ing the Great War saw France the 
most powerful nation on the Con- 
tinent. The balance of power was 
redressed by the buying ot German 
bonds. Hence "the feeling of sym- 
pathy for the German people." 
which was undoubtedly felt by a 
few individuals, but no govern- 
ment has the right to indulge In 
such sentiment. However, the states 
interested in setting up Germany to 
neutralize European forces did not 
count upon the phenomenal rise of 
Hitler, a narrow-minded adminis- 
trator with atavistic tendencies in 
his statecraft, a will greater than 
his intellect, and a far greater 
genius at getting things done than 
at knowing what should be done. 
His foreign policy, from his coun- 
try's point of view, was correct: 
that is, maximum material gain at 
minimum cost; his domestic policy, 
supporting a decadent capitalistic 
system, and springing from a per- 
sonal lust for power, is ruinous. 
His indomitable will allows no Ger- 
man save der Fuehrer to think, and 
both his cruelty to minorities and 
his jealous hatred of brains sup- 
erior to his own will inevitably lose 
the war for Germany. If, with 
insensate fear of being supplanted, 
he were not stabbing in the back 
his brilliant generals while they 
protect him in the field, murdering 
some who helped him to power, 
exiling others who might have 
helped him to remain in power, 
he might become a second Bis- 
marck, and Germany might well 
look forward to wealth, prosperity, 
Empire, a new prestige and a new 
culture. With a domestic policy of 
"Carrière ouverte au talent," Ger- 
many might have had, to gain my 
point, Thomas Mann collaborating 
with Sigmund Freud on what 
would have been excellent propa- 
ganda, while Einstein might have 
pondered the problems of the Wes- 
tern Front! But, in reality, Hitler 
is wasting the brains, Aryan and 
otherwise, of his country. His 
hampering tyranny dooms the 
shackled Fatherland to defeat 
This is the perfect example of the 
lack of a proper standard of per- 
sonal ethics in a leader thwarting 
the materialistic aims of the slate. 
State "Mores" and Personal Morals. 

Here is the key to a reconciliation 
of our apparently contradictory 
postulates: that the "mores" follow- 
ed by states and by politicians 
when they act in the name of 
states, that is, the "mores" (I like 
the Latin form, because it suggests 
natural habit or custom, and has 
not the idealistic connotation of 
"morality",) obeyed by the govern- 
ment as such, should be material- 
istic in character; while, on the 
other hand, the ethics of an indi- 
vidual should be idealistic in char- 
acter. These standards, it seems to 
me, are not only compatible but 
complementary. The one asks the 
individual to sacrifice himself for 
his fellows, the other asks the gov- 
ernment to accept and make the 
most of this sacrifice; the one de- 
mands generosity, the other eco- 
nomy; the one means "Give," the 
other means "Take." If it were not 
for the fact that the stale bears the 
burden of materialism, ils philoso- 
phy of might would inevitably be 
shifted to the individual; all per- 
sonal idealism would vanish; a state 
of anarchy would ensue, with each 
man plundering and robbing his 
neighbour, crime being met will) 
crime, force being met with force. 
Fortunately, the state saves us from 
this, and, because of ihe fact thai 
it thus makes possible mutual Jove, 
sympathy and charity, and all such 
personal morality as exists between 
its individual members, we, as 
"moral beings," must support || 
without question when it ji threat- 
ened. Note that I do not gay thai 
we must support the government, 
which merely exercises the slale- 
pov/er. We have, thank Ihc Lord, 
constitutional methods which en- 
sure the removal from office of our 
temporary rulers when guilty of 
any breach of persona) morality, 
e. g. ai, y ten,., I, denjp on |he)r pari 
lo nmtin in pi.y/vi ul the vxpenstj 



of Ihe materialistic alms of Hie 
slate, anil, likewise, when gullly of 
any breach bf "slate-morality," e. R. 
any Incompetence In wielding the 
Immense power ot bUf Integrated 
society, any fut Up, idealistic policy 
of "sympathy of "self "-sacrifice, 
which inevitably undermines na- 
tlbllal potveri Ihe very fniimlnlion n[ 
Ihe individual's system or ethics,

This scheme has not yet been 
completed, but there will be at least 
seven of these hostels at the dis- 
posal of the association members 
both men and women, this winter, 
in Saint Sauveur des Monts, Saint 
Adèle, Val Morin. Lac Mercier, 
Saint Agathe des Monts, and Sainte 
Adolphe de Howard.
